Performanco with respeet to wheat shall be cheekod 
carly in the program year on cach farm for which a wheat ° 
allotment is established under the 1942 program or for 
which a Form FCI-212W, "Application for Wheat Crop 
Insurance," has been accepted by the county committec, In 
addition, it is recommended that o11 farms whcre more than 
16 acres of wheat are seceded for harvest in 1942 bo checked 
for wheats performance onrly in the program year. In such 
cases this check of performance should be combined with the 
check of the stand and growth of winter legumes. 


A report of performance shall in 211 cases cover the 
area of land considered as a farm under the 1942 Agricultural 
Conservation Program. In case no farming operations aro 
being carricd out on the farm in 1942 the notation "Not 
operated" must be prominently written on the face of the 
form, Where the land in the farm is covered by more than 
one enlargement a separate Form 30 should be oxecuted with 
respect to cach enlargement, Form 30 shall be prepared in 
the original only. Samples of the executed forms may bo 
found in the appendix to these instructions. 


Forms and instructions for reporting the soil-building 
practices carried out on the farm under the 1942 program 
will be issued at a later date.
